Poised for Test 


TOKYO (UPI)—Japanese scien- 
tists have monitored radio signals 
which indicate Russia may be 
about to fire its first rocket into 
the central Pacific. It was dis- 
closed Monday. 


The scientists said they began 
picking up the signals Thursday.

Lawmakers

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Presi- 
dent Eisenhower gave Democratic 
and Republican congressional 
leaders a 90-minute briefing late 
Monday on his 22,000-mile good 
will trip to Asia, Africa and Eu- 
rope. 


Sixteen members of the House 
and Senate and a small group of 
White House officials joined the 
President at the White House to 
hear his first-hand account of the 
trip, which was deemed a per- 
sonal diplomatic triumph. 


Livingston T. Merchant, under- 
secretary of state for political 
affairs, also participated in the 
briefing. 

Press secretary Hagerty said 
there also was a brief discussion 
of Eisenhower’s forthcoming trip 
to South America. 


The press secretary said there 
was no mention of the foreign 
aid program, which is expected to 
be a hot issue this session, and 
that the meeting was confined to 
presidential travel. 


The senators and represen- 
tatives present for the briefing 
left the White House by another 
entrance and could not be reached 
immediately for comment on the 
session. 

The conference capped a rela- 
tively quiet day for the President, 
who returned late Sunday from 
a weekend at his Gettysburg, Pa., 
farm.

Murder Kit 
Debated at 
Finch Trial 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Dr. R. 
Bernard Finch’s so-called “‘mur- 
der kit’ did indeed have a poten- 


ted Monday. 


But, attorney Grant B. Cooper | 
said, it is more reasonable to as- 
sume that its contents were in- 
tended for perfectly innocent uses. 
He got a leading prosecution wit- 
ness at the wealthy surgeon’s mur- 
der trial to agree. 


Dr. Finch, 42, and his shapely 
mistress, Carole Tregoff, 23, are 
accused of slaying the doctor’s so- 
cialite wife, Barbara, 36, at the 
Finch’ estate in suburban West 
Covina the night of July 18. 


| Much has been made at the trial 
/which began its fourth week Mon- 
‘day, of the murder kit so-called 
by the prosecution — actually a 
brown leather attache case. Found 
near the death scene, it contained 
bullets, a butcher knife, rope, 
sleeping potions, hypodermics and 
bandages.

Gov. Vandiver Offers Splendid Program 
But Schools’ Future Remains in Doubt 


Gov. Vandiver’s address to the Gen- 
eral Assembly yesterday marking the be- 
ginning of the second year of his admin- 
istration not only was an optimistic re- 
port on the state-of-the-state but out- 
lined one of the most constructive pro- 
grams for the future in recent Georgia 
history. 


After a year in which efforts to put 
the state’s housekeeping in order and to 
bring about efficiency, honesty and econ- 
omy in government operations were suc- 
cessful, the administration now, looks to 
the future. 


Improved tax collections, savings in 
purchasing and other over-all economies 
have resulted in a balanced budget and 
an additional 36 million dollars for use in 
financing needed state services. The gov- 
ernor pointed out that in traceable econo- 
mies and in purchasing the state has 
saved $10,600,000 in one year. Revenue 
collections are up in the calendar year by 
more than 25 million. 


In spite of the austerity program, the 
governor was able to point to consider- 
able progress in many fields. 


This is indeed a fine record of achieve- 
ment and is welcome news to the taxpay- 
ers. Much has been done and is being 
done to restore confidence in state gov- 
ernment operations. 


* * * 


But now the governor looks to the 
future. On the basis of intensive legisla- 
tive studies in a number of areas, the gov- 
ernor’s recommendations for legislation 
provide a solid basis for expanded serv- 
ices and administrative improvements. 
These run from a comprehensive reor- 
ganization program to massive improve- 
ments in basic services costing millions of 
dollars. Also included are additional mil- 
lions in capital improvements for schools, 
roads, mental and penal institutions, etc. 


Proposed new spending, to be financed 
through revenue certificates and from in- 
creased revenue, call for an outlay of ap- 
proximately 42 million dollars in the com- 
ing fiscal year. The long-range program 
of improvements, including a 60-million- 
dollar school construction outlay, a vast 
new building program at Milledgeville 
State Hospital and similar construction 
of prisons, ports and for units of the Uni- 
versity System would be phased out in 
the future. 


Total new spending proposed adds up 
to 134 million dollars. 


All of this the governor says can be 
done without an increase in taxes through 
prudent use of funds and better collec- 
tions. He supports an income tax with- 
holding plan, investment of the state’s idle 
funds and a compromise on the gasoline 
tax allocation amendment as ways to fur- 
ther improve fiscal operations. These

Certainly there can be no reasonable 
objection to his statement that existing 
impediments to state aid to cities and 
towns are unrealistic. 

In line with his repeated assertions 
that the Legislature's prerogatives over 
state spending should be restored, Gov. 
Vandiver recommends a new appropria- 
tions bill at least every two years. 
Should the gasoline tax amendment be 
changed, it will be possible to have such 
a bill in 1961 for the first time since 1955. 

Surely raises for school teachers of 
at least $200 a year are justified as are 
proposed increases for maintenance-and- 
operation funds. This should provide in- 
centive for local communities to do a bet- 
ter job in local support. 

Additional buildings proposed for the 
University System to cost 12 million dol- 
lars and the seven million in self-liqui- 
dating dormitory projects would relieve 
some of the pressing expansion needs of 
this system. 

The program outMned for Milledge- 
ville State Hospital is even more hopeful 
than had been anticipated. There is no 
area of public responsibility which has 
been more neglected than mental health. 
If the governor's proposals are adopted— 
and certainly they will be—the state will 
be on the way to one of the best pro- 
grams for care and treatment of the 
mentally ill of any in the nation. 


* * * 


There are many other recommenda- 
tions in the governor’s message which are 
worthy and which will get proper atten- 
tion from the Legislature and the people. 
Certainly if they can be financed within 
existing revenue structures, they deserve 
full consideration. There is no argument 
about the need but attention should be 
given long-range costs. 

On the school situation, the governor 
offered no hope that the status-quo on 
segregation laws will be disturbed. This 
leaves the school problem at a standstill. 
In view of recent decisions, there are few 
indeed who can see anything other than 
the “head-on collision between federal 
and state sovereignty.” 

Nobody wants the schools closed. No- 
body wants the state to be torn as was 
Little Rock and more recently Virginia. 
How and whether it can be avoided will 
be decided in the months ahead. Certain- 
ly the governor’s program does not call 
for ending public education. 

However it is accomplished, a way 
must be found for preserving the schools. 

If this agonizing problem of public 
education can be solved satisfactorily, the 
horizons of Georgia’s future are bright in- 
deed and the governor’s program is not 
beyond the state’s will and means.

Steel Settlement Ignores 


Consumer Interest Again 


For the 12th time in the last 14 years the United Steelworkers of 
America and the major steel producing companies of the nation have 
settled their perennial dispute over wages on a basis that promises 
to pass the costs along to buyers of steel—from the taxpayers who 
pay for building a bridge to the housewife who buys a breadbox. 


For eight months or more, in- 
cluding the 116 days of a nation- 
wide steel strike, the companies 
and the union have been at loz- 
gerheads in the process pleasantly 
known as collective bargaining 
while the third party at interest 
in the proceedings remained vir- 
tually unrepresented. 

That third party was recognized 
in a contract signed between the 
Kaiser Steel Corp. and the steel- 
workers’ union in October. It pro- 
vides for a joint committee which 
is intended to formulate ‘‘a long- 
range plan for equitable sharing 
between the stockholders, the em- 
ployes and the public, of the fruits 
of the company’s progress.” If in 
the next decade this statement 
should result in a significant shar- 
ing by the public of the advan- 
tages of technological progress the 
event would prove momentous, in- 
deed, . 

A recent staff study for the 
Joint Economic Committee of Con- 
gress referred to “the extraor- 
dinary behavior of steel prices, 
which rose by 29 per cent from 
1954 through 1958, far more than 
any other important price in. the 
economy, and which served to 
drive up costs in many steel-using 
incustries.”” This, said the study, 
“‘was a Classic illustration of the 
profit-wage process” of producing 
inflation. -*

Georgia’s director of banking, 
A. P. Persons, Monday advanced 
a bill which he said will ease 
the conflict among bankers over 


the establishment of drive-in 
banks in the state’s smaller 
cities. 


The measure, which has the 
blessing of the Georgia Bankers 
Assn., will be introduced by ad- 
ministration leaders. The meas- 
ure would: 


1. Remove present curbs against 
establishment of branches in cities 


of less than £2,900, allowing a 
facility for each 40,000 persons 
up to 80,000.

2. Double fees paid for exam: 
iners by banks—a move to make 
the department self-supporting. 


3. Reduce from 15 to 5 per cent 
the interest a bank holding com- 
pany may have in a bank and 
restrict - banks from lending to 
employes for the purpose of ac- 
quiring interests in other banks.

The past year has demonstrat- 
ed that economy, reorganization 
and more effective budgeting pro- 
cedures pay rich dividends. These 
are areas in which the most dra- 
matic results have been achieved 


for the benefit of the taxpayers | 


of Georgia. 


You ask: How have the '59 and | 


’60 budgets been balanced with- 
out new taxes? 


The answer, simply stated: 


Economy — definite, traceable 
economies . . . $7,000,000 


Increased revenue department 
collections—through efficient en- 
forcement of state tax laws and 
due to an expanding economy 
from January through December, 
1959 . . . $25,600,000. 


Purchasing savings—in calen- 
dar year 1959 due to competitive 
bidding and businesslike manage- 
ment . . . $3,600,000. 


That is over 36 million dollars 
in one year alone that prudent 
administration has made avail- 
able for use in financing essen- 
tial services. 

These are figures that the tax- 
payer can understand and ap- 
preciate. 


They prove that only the econ- 
omy and good management pol- 
icies of this administration saved 
us from bankruptcy. 


Improvements 


During 1959, the Administration 
was able to balance the budget 
by July 1 and also during the 
year made many significant ad- 
vances. 


Among these were: acquisition 
of the Whitehall Plantation prop- 
erty at the Savannah State Port; 
authorization for construction of 
new area vocational trade schools 
to be located at Albany, Augus- 
ta, Columbus and Rome; carry- 
ing forward educational, welfare, 
mental health and _ institutional 
programs on a current basis; 
providing $8,000,000 for emergen- 
cy highway construction and 
maintenance; making long-needed 
repairs at state parks: going 
ahead with the Stone Mountain 
project; expanding the Girls 
Training School at Adamsville 
and the Georgia School for Men- 
tal Defectives at Gracewood; ac- 
quiring property for farm market 
expansion at Macon, combatting 
the white-fringed beetle; inaugu- 
rating in the Agriculture Depart- 


ment a hew program of seed' 


producing and processing, and 
other forward looking projects. 

I am humbly proud of what has 
been accomplished. 

I am deeply grateful for the 
full support of this General As- 
sembly which has stood four- 
square with us in our program. 

It could not have been done 
without the active cooperation of 


people of Georgia for the won- 
derful backing you have given 
me in such generous measure. 


State of the State 


I am gratified to report to you 
that the state of our great State 
of Georgia is excellent! 


During 1959 . . . industrial de- 
velopment and expansion of ex- 
isting plants moved far ahead of 
1958. . . . business established all- 
time records. . . . gainful em- 
ployment topped the million mark 
for the first time. . . . construc- 
tion acitivity abounds all over the 


state. . . . such adjectives as 
“bustling” — ‘“‘booming’’ — “sta- 
ble’’—“‘brightest era’’—‘‘surging” 


—‘‘on the upgrade” and others 
are being used to describe busy 
Georgia people and Georgia prog- 
ress. : 


It is to hold this banner high— 


‘it is to further this progress— 


that the Vandiver administration 
presents its program. 


Economy and 
Reorganization 
Commission 


Since we met here last year, 
the Economy and Reorganization 
Commission, created by this Gen- 
eral Assembly, and composed of 
members representing all walks 
of life, has formulated its final 
'recommendations for your consid- 
eration and legislative implemen- 
tation. 


Permit me to express my ap- 
preciation to commission mem- 
bers and to the commission staff 
for the hard work and long hours 
spent in discussion and intensive 
research. 


As a result of this commis- 
sion’s study, several definite con- 
clusions were apparent to me and 
to all of its members. 


Georgia never can expect to 
achieve completely sound fiscal 
operations, proper budgeting or 
to attain maximum efficiency in 
its departmental operations until 
the following conditions are met: 


1. The people’s elected repre- 
sentatives in the General Assem- 
bly have—restored to them—their 
rightful responsibility of appro- 
priating money. 


2. An appropriations bill is en- 
acted at least biennially. 


3. The governor and the mem- 
bers of the General Assembly 
have available to them accurate, 
sufficient information upon which 
to carry out their responsibilities 
to the people. 


To bring about these objectives, 
the Vandiver administration pro- 
poses: 


First, strengthening the Finance 
Commission, as recommended in 
the Economy and Reorganization 
study, by expanding its member- 
ship and frequent consultation 
where the utmost cooperation . is 
essential between the Governor 
and the members of the Legisla- 
ture. 


Second, to authorize the Gov- 
ernor and the State Auditor to 
employ such staff assistance as 
they may deem desirable to per- 
form fact-finding duties for the 
Budget Bureau and the expand- 
ing Finance Commission. 


Third, we may as well recog- 
nize that the so-called gasoline 
and tag tax allocation amend- 
ment, since its adoption, has had 
the effect of preventing the en- 
actment of appropriations’ bills. 


Why? 


Simply because passage of an 
appropriations’ bill would neces- 
sitate taking large amounts of 
funds away from other depart- 
ments affording vital services to 
the people. 


The amendment’s practical ef- 
fect has been to put the Legis- 
lature out of the appropriating 
business. 


At the same time, 
needs have suffered. 


There is strong sentiment to 
repeal the amendment outright. 


My proposal to you at this ses- 
sion does not do that. 


Instead, it is a positive ap- 
proach to a critical problem. 


I ask you—the 1960 General 
Assembly of Georgia—to join me 
in presenting to the people for 
their approval a_ self-executing 
constitutional amendment for 
better roads. It would require 
the allocation from the treasury 
for highway, rural and post roads 
construction, maintenance and 
grants to counties of an amount 
not less than the previous year’s 
receipts from the state gasoline 
tax. 


highway 


This proposal forms the basis 
for the Vandiver road program. 


If adopted, by you and by the 
people, it will continue year aft- 
er year after year. — 


The end result will be more 
adequate financing of the high- 
way department, which can be 
done under this plan without 
neglecting the educational, health. 
welfare and other responsibilities 
of the state and will put back 
into the hands of the General 
Assembly the right of determin- 
ing what shall be appropriated 
for the agencies of the state, in- 
cluding the highway department, 


in-| as to amounts over and above 


the constitutional mandate. 


Its passage will make it pos- 
sible for the Vandiver adminis- 


tration to present an appropria- 
tions’ bill to te you for your con- 


sideration next year. 


That is something I would very 
much like to do. 


Certainly, one of the most im- 
portant of the economy recom- 
mendations was brought on by 
the obvious injustice of the state’s 
not receiving reasonable earn- 
ings from its idle funds. 


The banking industry, through 
its association, designated a Geor- 
gia Bankers’ Association commit- 
tee to advise with the Economy 
and Reorganization Commission 
on this matter. In its report, the 
bankers’ committee solidly en- 
dersed good management in gov- 
ernment and expressed the be- 
lief “. . . that all idle funds of 
the state should be invested in a 
secure, liquid and economical 
manner.” 


That must~be~done, — 

Certainly, income derived from 
this source can be put to good 
use. It is estimated by the com- 
mission that between $600,000 and 
$2,000,000 can be realized an- 
nually depending upon the inter- 
est rates to be established. 


Of almost equal importance are 
the recommendations in regard 
to the state government’s insur- 
ance of its properties. Here, too, 
a representative, industry - wide 
group furnished able and thorough 
assistance to the commission. 
After weighing an excellent set 
of recommendations made by the 
insurance group and after con- 
sidering other staff findings, the 
commission concluded that “a 
careful classification, inventory 
and evaluation of state proper- 
ties, real and personal, are nec- 
essary before a sound program 
can be developed.” 


In light of this finding, it rec- 
ommended: 


That responsibility for adminis- 
tration of the state’s insurance 
schedule be assigned to the State 
Supervisor of Purchases; 


That he be authorized to em- 
ploy the personnel necessary to 
carry out the inventory and to 
initiate the development of a sound 
insurance program. 


I join in this recommendation. 


State Withholding 


An administration proposal, 
which bears the endorsement of 
the Reorganization Commission, 
is to install a system of with- 
holding of state income taxes. 


Let me emphasize, as strongly 
as I know how, that this is not 
a new tax! This is not a reve 
nue raising measure! 


It is an improved method of 
collecting an existing tax. 


Let me urge that you refrain 
from amending this proposal 
without consultation with appro- 
priate revenue authorities and 
that you refrain from defeating 
its purpose by the introduction 
of unrelated material. 


Every one of the 16 states 
which has enacted withholding 
laws has written us that they 
are working successfully — that 
public acceptance has been ex- 
cellent—that collections have in- 
creased—that evasion has been 
minimized — that administration 
of the income tax laws has been 
vastly improved and—that the 
system is much easier on the tax- 
payer. 


Prison and Industry 


The foundation for effective re- 
habilitation of prisoners must be 
a work program in which each 
inmate is given an opportunity 
to devote a full day’s work to 
a meaningful task. 


That is the goal of the Vandi- 
ver administration for Georgia’s 
Prison System. 


In an excellent study of prison 
needs, the Economy and Reor- 
ganization Commission recom- 
mended, among other things: 


The use of a revolving fund for 
prison industries; creation of a 
prison industries operating ad- 
ministration; and, that products 
of such industries be sold only 
to public instrumentalities. 


Legislation should be adopted 
at this session to implement these 
proposals. 


Personnel 


Reorganization 


Another commission bill of far- 
reaching importance, which I rec- 
ommend, calls for improved per- 
sonnel administration. It pro- 
vides for a coinplete reorganiza- 
tion and strengthening of the 
State Merit System. 


Other economy and reorgani: 
zation bills—about thirty in num- 
ber—dealing with a wide variety 
of subjects will be presented to 
you and will complete the com- 
mission recommendations. 


I urge their speedy enactment. 


Before entering upon a discus- 
sion of budget plans for the 1960- 
‘61 fiscal year, there are two 
other matters of general interest 
and importance which I should 
like to discuss. 

i” al 


ee ee and Cities 


First, I have said on several 
occasions—and I repeat now—it 
is the avowed policy of the Van- 
diver administration to help our 
counties and cities directly—and 
to help them indirectly—to help 
themselves. All reasonable pro- 


posals to accomplish these ob- 
jectives have my. sympathetic 
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support. I see no reason why any 
impediment should exist in the 
Constitution of Georgia to pre- 
vent this General Assembly or 
future General Assemblies from 
making grants to our incorporat- 
ed towns and cities on a formula 
basis to assist them in carrying 
out those projects which are, in 
fact, of statewide interest and 
concern. 


Education Package 


Second, there will be presented 
to you an “Education Package” 
of three bills and one proposed 
constitutional amendment which 
have the backing and support of 
Sducational leaders in the state. 
Their purpose ‘is to strengthen 
education, to strengthen local 
control and to strengthen local 
participation and _ responsibility. 
I commend them to your careful 
consideration as essential steps 
in the direction of better educa- 
tion for Georgia. 


Budget and Fiscal 


Let’s look ahead now to July 1 
and consider financial plans for 
the coming fiscal year. 


Let’s sit back and take a look 
at the ledger. 


For reasons already stated, 
is not possible to have an ap- 
propriations’ bill this year. How- 
ever, the administration will of- 
fer an amendment to the secend 
or cintingent section of the 1956 
Appropriations’ Act, carefully 
thought out within the limitation 
of anticipated revenue, to meet 
the critical needs of the state 
for the 1960-’61 fiscal year. 


No one now can predict with 
accuracy what the revenue sit- 
uation will be next July ist or 
what the surplus will total on that 
date. 


We do know that none of the 
estimated increase in revenue 
that will be realized by withhold- 
ing payments which could start 
coming in. July ist would reflect 
in the net operating surplus to 
become available for ’60-’61. 


We know also that, while the 
net operating surplus at the be- 
ginning of the present fiscal year, 
last July Ist, was $30,066,162.12, 
it was necessary for budget au- 
thorities to allocate from this 
fund $24,002,745.47 immediately to 
finance essential state needs. To- 
day, considering other allocations 
for emergency items, only a little 
over five million dollars remains 
in the net operating surplus avail- 
able for expenditure in this fiscal 
year. To me, and to other budget 
authorities, this is a dangerously- 
low cushion to have under a $350 
million a year budget since this 
only represents about five days 
operating money. 


Of course, I am sure that you 
understand that increases in reve- 
nue cannot be applied to surplus 
until all current bills are paid. 
Budget authorities cannot spend 
money they don’t have. 


It is gratifying to report to 
you today that the current rate 
of state expenditures of approxi- 
mately $350,000,000 annually 


state income. 


The budget is balanced. 


I am sure that you want to 
help me keep it that way. 


Capital Needs 


With the increase in state in- 
come and a generally-improved 
outlook.on state finances, I have 
concluded, in view of major cap- 
ital needs which no longer can 
be deferred, that the wisest 
course for us to follow would be 
to provide adequate amounts now 
to build permanent improvements, 
financing .them through the au- 
thority method. 


We should contrast ‘strongly the 
difference between improvements 
of a purely temporary nature and 
those of a permanent nature 
when considering deferred financ- 
ing. ‘I still strongly believe that 
it is unwise to finance through 


the authority method temporary 
improvements that would be worn 


They will make it possible for 
us to undertake immediately the 
construction necessary to tgans- 
form Milledgeville State Hospital 
into a great teaching institution; 
to construct necessary buildings 
for the prison system and im- 
prove other state institutions. 


The Program 


For those of little faith who 
doubted that ecenomy would 
work — for those of little faith 
who scoffed at the idea that hon- 
esty in government would pay 
dividends—here is the Vandiver 
administration program for the 
next fiscal year: 


Common Education 
I propose for education the 
largest increase since the Mini- 
mum Foundation Program was 
activated in 1952—an increase of 
$19,016,323.88. 


I propose a $200-per-year, av- 
erage salary increase, for our 
school teachers, to become ef- 
fective immediately at the be- 
ginning of the fiscal year, July 
Ist, to cost $6,500.000. 


I propose an immediate pro- 
gram of 60 million dollars in new 
school: construction to provide a 
modern classroom for every Geor- 
gia child, costing $5,500,000* an- 
nually to amortize. 


Educational authorities estimate 
that there are in excess of 100 
counties with provable classroom 
needs at this time. These require- 
ments must be satisfied first. 


I propose an immediate pro- 
gram for expending eight million 
dollars in new area trade school 
construction, to augment the pro- 
gram already bezgun by the Van- 
diver administration. (*Amortiza- 
tion cost included in above.) 


I propose that we provide $50 
additional maintenance-and-opera- 
tion funds, per state-allotted teach- 
er, to assist local school systems, 
costing $1,560,000. 


I propose the construction of an 


experimental educational televi-/ 


sion station for the Department 
of Education at a cost of ae 
at Waycross. 


I propose the amount of $4,950,- 


jt; 000 to maintain the Minimum 


Foundation Program. 


University System 


I propose for higher education 
a $12,370,000 construction program 
to meet top priority capital needs, 
costing one million dollars annual- 
ly to amortize. 


This would include the follow- 
ing: University of Georgia: A new 
Coliseum, Pharmacy Building, An- 
nex to Forestry Building. Georgia 
Institute of Technology: Engineer- 
ing Building, Annex to Chemistry 
Building, Annex to Physics Build- 
ing. 

Georgia State College of Busi- 
ness Administration: Gymnasium 
and Auditorium. 


Medical College of Georgia: An- 
nex to Library 


Middle Georgia College: Health 
and Physical Education Building, 
Dormitory for Women. 


Fort Valley State College: Sci- 
ence Building, Home Economics 
Building. 


These, may I remind you, are 
in addition to a 12-million-dollar 
capital expansion program under- 
taken last year by this adminis- 
tration for the University Sys- 
tem. 


And this does not include an- 
other seven million dollars in new 
self-liquidating dormitory proj- 
ects, for which an application now 
is pending with the Housing and 
Home Finance Agency. 


For University System opera- 
tions in the coming year, I pro- 
pose an increase of $1,500,000. 


In addition, for the Talmadge 
Memorial Hospital at Augusta, I 
propose an increase of $500,000 
for operations and the opening of 
100 new beds.

For State contributions to the 


teacher contributions, tc make the 
fund actuarially sound, I ask you 
to authorize an additional $750,000. 


Mental Health 


It is my fondest hope that when 
the annals of 1959 are recorded, 
it will be remembered as the year 
in which the forgotten patients at 
Milledgeville State Hospital were 
remembered by this General As- 
sembly and the Vandiver admin- 
istration. 


It is my hope that history and 
time will record our works, ‘in 
humanity’s good name, for pro- 
viding the machinery and the 
means for a far-reaching program 
for the treatment — the psychi- 
atric treatment — and the care 
of those suffering from mental ill- 
ness. 


The public interest in improving 
the hospital is at an all-time high. 


Mrs. Vandiver and I want to 
thank the many organizations and

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) groups which have responded to 
Herts aa ie teataledl oak 
other materials for the patients. 
Particularly, do we want to thank 
the many communities which par- 
ticipated in the motorcades of gifts 
before .Christmas to make 
it the best ever at the institution:

Hospitals, Treatment 
For Milledgeville State Hospi- 


tal, I propose that we begin im- 
mediately a large-scale building 


ment facilities and diet prepara- 
tion for the patients there, as well 
as quarters for the new in-service 
psychiatric trainees. 


This program will include: 


Construction of. a new central 
diet kitchen to prepare uniform, 
hot meals for the whole far-flung 
institution. 


Two new 500-bed hospital units. 


One new 500-bed treatment 
building. 


A new 200-bed _— for the 
Arnold Building. 


A new staff dormitory; and, 


A new 15-unit apartment build- 
ing for staff and training person- 
nel. 


The program embraces also a 
long-needed sewage disposal plant 
to be built in cooperation with 
the City of Milledgeville and Bald- 
win County. 


The Vandiver administration re- 
quests immediate authorization 
for an Intensive Treatment Hos- 
pital in the Atlanta area with 100 
beds to be built at a cost of $2,- 
750,000. This hospital would in- 
clude service facilities for 200 
beds so that the institution could 
be expanded later. 


For Milledgeville State Hospital 
operations, I propose an increase 
of $1,300,000 to be used to pro- 
vide additional physicians and psy- 
chiatrists, more nurses and at- 
tendants, added occupational ther- 
apy and recreation specialists, 
better property control, additional 
housekeeping and business person- 
nel and to provide stipends for 
psychiatric residents and nurse 
trainees. 


As a part of the over-all mental 
health program, I also propose 
an increase of $200,000 for the In- 
tensive Treatment program 
throughout the state in the com- 
ing fiscal year. 


Gracewood 


At Gracewood, I ask that we 
move forward to provide the phy- 
sical plant necessary to make the 
institution effective and service- 
able to the greatest number of 
people within the limits of its pro- 
posed optimum capacity of 2,000 
white children and 1,000 colored 
children. At present the Grace- 
wood School can care for only 
1,300 white children and 100 Negro 
children. 


There are now more than 600 
children on the waiting list. 


I ask that three million dollars 
in new construction be undertaken 
at Gracewood as soon as possi- 
ble to reach its full capacity. I 
ask that the outlay for operations 
for the institution be increased by 
$396,000, to take care of a pro- 
jected increase of 300 in the pa- 
tient load there in fiscal 61. 


Public Health 


For general operations in the 
State Health Department, I pro- 
pose that we provide an added 
$485,000.. This money would be 
used for administrative support 
for institutions and grants to local 
health units. 


An additional $1,010,000 will be 
needed for debt service outlay, 
making a total increase of $3,149,- 
000 for better health in Georgia. 


Highways 

To meet acute maintenance 
needs, as far as budget resources 
will permit, I propose that we 
raise the amount budgeted for 
highway repairs in the coming 
fiscal year from 15 to 20 million 
dollars. 


All federal aid and debt retire- 
ment can be met next year with- 
in the present budget. 


As strictly state-aid highway 
construction, I propose an addi- 
tional five million dollars for this 
purpose for fiscal 61 which will 


give us a state-aid road program 


of $14,500,000 in calendar 1960. 


Corrections 


For some years Georgia has 
hac the problem of an expanding 
prison population. Little has been 
done’ to meet the problems cre- 
ated by this expansion. 


At the main Reidsville prison, 
the housing situation is critical. 
We have 2,500 male felony and 
misdemeanor prisoners in a semi- 
security institution which was con- 
structed: for a maximum capa- 
city of only 1,500. 


Here, step by step, is the initial 
program which this administra- 
tion supports to improve prisoner 
rehabilitation in Georgia. 


Reidsville 


1. Construction at the Reidsville 
Prison this year of two new se- 


vide in the ‘61 budget the sum 
of $400,000, to cover amcrtization 
of this amount. 


Highway Patrol 


last year was the lowest per mile 
traveled the State has experienced 
since record-keeping began in 
1937. 


To reduce the death rate still 
further, I ask you to join me in 
authorizing the expenditure of an 
additional half-million-dollars an- 
nually to add 50 new troopers to 
the present strength of the State 
Highway Patrol. 


For Training Schools, a $500,000 
annual institutional improvement 
fund, together with an additional 
$200,000 for operations, will make 
it possible for us not only to im- 
prove the effectiveness of the ed- 
ucational, training and rehabilita- 
tion programs at these institu- 
tions, but also to effectuate long- 
neglected, major improvements in 
the housing, teaching, training and 
recreational facilities 
them. 


Archives Building 


For the purpose of preserving 
valuable State and county records, 
it is my recommendation to you 
that an additional $300,000 be au- 
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cargo berths and $75,000 for an- 
other expansion at Savannah 
Docks; $425,000 for building up 
the old Savannah Terminal, and 
$250,000 for construction and land 
purchase at the Port of Augusta. 


I have laid before you the ad- 
ministration program for the com- 
ing fiscal year. 


I do not ask for any new or in- 
creased taxes to finance it. 


With your authorization, it will 
be financed, as far as possible, 
within the limitation of current 
income and whatever surplus 
may be accumulated between now 
and July the first. 


By keeping our eyes on those 
most essential activities vital to 
the State’s growth, you and I can 
get this mighty job done for the 


people. 
Georgia Schools 


During recent weeks events 
have moved us closer and closer 
to the threat of open conflict be- 
tween Federal authority and 
State authority over operation of 
Georgia’s public schools. 


Georgians do not want to see a 
head-on collision between Federal 
and State sovereignty which will 
harm all and benefit none. 


It can be avoided by the exer- 
cise of good judgment and com- 
mon sense by our people — with 
tne races in Georgia working in 
harmony and voluntarily under 
our traditional pattern of . segre- 
gation — for concrete advance-

ment in those programs which I 
have outlined to you today. 


I call upon the responsible peo- 
ple of this State through unified 
public opinion — both white and 
colored — to make it certain that 
Georgia will not be the victim of 
conditions like those which exist 
in Washington, D.C.; Detroit, 
Michigan; New York; Chicago;

Court Rips : 
Involuntary 
Confessions 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Supreme Court told the states 
Monday it will not permit crimi- 
nal convictions to stand if they 


result from confessions that the 
court concludes are involuntary. 


By a 90 vote, the court struck 
down the 1948 robbery conviction 
in Colbert County, Ala., of Jesse 
Blackburn. Blackburn, a Negro, 
24 at the time, received a 20-year 
sentence for the robbery of the 
operator of a truck-mounted store 
on a lonely road. 


Chief Justice Earl Warren, who 
spoke for the court, agreed with 
Blackburn's contention that a con- 
fession introduced in evidence 
against him had not been made 
voluntarily, 


MENTAL ILLNESS 


Blackburn, who had a long his- 
tory of mental illness, said he had 
no recollection of making the con- 
fession. Warren said Blackburn 
was questioned for eight or nine 
hours, and that most of the inter- 
rogation took place in closely con- 
fined quarters with as many as 
three officers being present at one 
time. 

In other actions, the court: 


1. Again denied a hearing to 
Caryl Chessman, Los Angeles sex 
bandit scheduled to die Feb. 19 
in the gas chamber of San Quen- 
tin Prison. 

Chessman has staved off execu- 
tion for 1l42 years through a se- 
ries of appeals in state and fed- 
eral courts.

2. Refused a hearing to Albert 
Fuller, former deputy sheriff at | 
Phenix City, Ala., who is under, 


a life sentence for the 1954 slay- 
ing of A. L. Patterson, father of 
Alabama's present governor, John 
Patterson. 


The elder Patterson was Demo- 
cratic nominee for attorney gen- 
eral of Alabama when he was 
shot down outside his office in 
Phenix City. He had promised to 
clean up vice-ridden Phenix City 
if elected. 


3. Rejected an appeal by John

The man who mended the Georgia defensive fences last season 
refused to confirm or deny the report that he might switch benches 
before the next Tech-Georgia fracas. 


Asked whether he would accept an attractive offer from Tech if 
one was forthcoming, Whitworth came up with the standard goal 
line defense. 


“I will say that Georgia Tech has not offered me a job,” Whit- 
worth said. “I’m still working for Wallace Butts, and that’s all that 
I can say at this time.” 


The fact that Whitworth did not spike the rumor with a 
flat denial indicated that there’s fire behind the smoke. 


Whitworth has said on many occasions that he’s happy in Ath- 
ens. And the Georgia folks are quite happy that he’s back. But if 
Dodd does make the man an offer, no one can blame him for 
listening. If the offer surpasses the Georgia bid, you couldn’t blame 
Whitworth for taking it. As some original thinker once remarked:

Graves, who attended the Tech foot-

Georgia’s antiquated Woodruff Hall may be on the 
way out as a basketball “showplace.” 


That was indicated Monday in 
Gov. Vandiver’s ‘State of the 
State’’ message to the Georgia 
General Assembly. Gov. Vandiver 
drew a rousing ovation with a 
proposal for a coliseum on the 
University campus. 


The passage from his speech 
read thusly: 


“I propose for higher educa- 
tion a $12,370,000 construction 
program to meet top priority 
capital needs, costing $1,000,000 
annually to amortize. 


“This would include the follow- 
ing: 

“University of Georgia — a 
new coliseum.” 

There has been a push to get 
a coliseum, which would house 
basketball, for many years. Geor- 
gia’s current basketball arena, 
Woodruff Hall, was built in 1923 
with a capacity of only 2,400. 


The new coliseum would seat | 


12,000-plus. 

University president Dr. O. C. 
Aderhold was particularly pleased 
to hear of the governor's proposal. 


“We are all pleased at the Uni- 
versity that Gov. Vandiver had 
indicated the state would help 


build the coliseum,”’ he said late 
Monday night. ‘“‘I am sure that the 
students, athletic program, and, 
for that matter, all of the universi- 
ty activities will be greatly bene- 
fitted by such a coliseum. 


‘There is a definite need for 
such a building on the campus. 
We propose to have convoca- 
tions, graduations, athletic 
events, and agricultural shows 
as well as other activities ehere. 


“Certainly there’s been a great 
deal of thinking about this coli- 
seum. Right now there are no 
blueprints, as such, on the draw- 
ing board; or should I say specific 
plans. But certainly this is a step 
forward; I am happy to hear of 
hy ,

U. S. Bombing of Indochina 


~ LONDON (?—British officials said Monday that 
Sir Anthony Eden may have prevented World War III 


six years ago. 

As told here, U.S. Navy bomb-! 
ers were poised to go into battle 
against Communist besiegers of 
the French bastion of Dien Bien 
Phu in Indochina, but Eden re- 
fused to go along with an Ameri- 
can plan for intervention in the 
Indochinese civil war. 


Other Allied diplomats con- 
cerned with the grave events of 
those dramatic days in 1954 pic- 
tured Eden as the only European 
statesmen with the vigor and re- 
solve to resist the pressure of the 
late U.S. Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles at the time. 


MEMOIRS OUT 


Eden himself gave his own ac- 
count of the historic British-Amer- 
ican policy split in the first copy- 
righted instalment of his memoirs 
which appeared in the London 
Times. 


The former Prime Minister's 
story of his years in office ranges 
from the early 1930s to January 
1957 when ill-health drove him in- 
to retirement. He was foreign sec- 
retary in 1954. 


The climax of his account is 
expected when for the first time 
he details his side of the ill-fated 
British-French venture at Suez in 
the fall of 1956 — less than four 
months before his brief regime 
ended.

Ruling Puts 


Negroes on 


Voter Rolls 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—The Jus- 
tice department said that more 
than 1,300 Negroes will be re- 
turned to the voting rolls of Wash- 
ington Parish in Louisiana 
through a decree issued Monday 
by a federal court in New Or- 
leans. 


The decree was signed by U.S. 
District Judge J. Skelly Wright 
following a suit instituted by the 
Justice department under the 1957 
Civil Rights Law. 


The names of the 1,377 Negroes 
were removed from the rolls sev- 
eral months ago as a@ result of 
what the Justice department 
called “a mass purge directed 
at Negro voters in that parish.” 


WHITE COUNCIL BLAMED 


In its complaint the Justice 
department said the names of Ne- 
groes were stricken from the rolls 
as a result of challenges under 
a state law by four members of 
the White Citizens Council. 


In seeking the injunction which 
Judge Wright granted Monday, 
the Justice department charged 
that only Negroes in most cases 
were dropped from the roll for 
such things as misspellings, fail- 
ure to compute age with exact 
precision, and “similar technical 
deficiencies, which also existed 
in the registration records of a 
great many white persons.” 


The Justice department said 
that while 1,377 Negroes were 
challenged for such deficiencies, 
only about 10 white persons were 
challenged on similar grounds. 


OTHER CASES PENDING 


The suit filed in Louisiana was 
one of four the Justice depart- 
ment has filed under the 19&7 law. 


Two others, one in Georgia and 
one in Alabama, will be argued 
before the Supreme Court during 
January. 


The Georgia case tests the con- 
stitutionality of the Civil Rights 
Act while in the Alabama case 
the Justice department is asking 
the Supreme Court to make a 
state liable as a defendant in a 
suit. 


The fourth case, which is re- 
cently filed in Fayette County, 
Tenn., challenges the so-called 
“white primary.”
